Solarize Mass- proposal submitted to Mass CEO 

• Town will find out soon if we’re accepted n the program 

• For systems up to 15KWh, the Town will help get the message out and build interest in residential solar projects. The more 
residents sign up, the lower the cost will be for all during the campaign period 

• The community involvement is essential to building the interest, and SA has written a letter of support and will be an important 
partner 

• Ryan, as Solar Coach, will organize volunteers, the state has written marketing materials to share with us. 

• In April the communities will be selected and an installer will be chosen
